1. Figures 10a, 10b, 10c should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header 
(as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: (a) page 5, line 2, the 
word "resent" should be changed; (b) page 5, line 16, "FIG. 2b" should be changed to "FIG. 

1 lb" for consistency. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

(1) FIGs. la, lb, 2a, 2b is one embodiment of a disc transfer roll; 

(2) FIG. 3 is a second embodiment of a disc transfer roll; 

(3) FIGs. 4a, 4b is a third embodiment of a disc transfer roll; 

(4) FIG. 6 is a fourth embodiment of a disc transfer roll; 
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(5) FIGs. 7a, 7b is a fifth embodiment of a disc transfer roll. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are mutually exclusive embodiments. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
